G eorge W. T itsw orth, one of Rush 
c oun ty’s m ost respected and w idely 
know n residents, died at noon Sunday 
a t his home in Noble tow nship of can­ 
cer, follow ing an illness th a t extended 
over a period of three years. 
F or several days Mr, T itsw orth had 
been in a serious condition and death 
did not come 
unexpected. 
He had 
been a m ost patien t sufferer, but the 
b attle was an uneven one and he was 
unable to stay the end. 
Mr. T itsw orth was bom at O range, 
F ayette county, February 10th, 1889 , 
and was sixty-eig h t „> ears old. 
When 
he was about four years of age his 
parents 
moved 
to 
Wabash county, 
w here they died, leaving him an or­ 
phan a t the age of nine. 
He m ade his 
w ay, grew into m anhood and enlisted 
in Troop L, of the T hird Ind. C avahy 
regim ent, a t the outbreak of the Civil 
w ar. 
He served for over three years 
and was prom oted to 1st Sergeant ot 
the troop. 
He served under th a t brave 
and daring fighter, G eneral K ilpatrick 
and was w ith the U nion troops th at 
captured G eneral M organ, the perpe­ 
tra tor of the fam ous raid. 
He was 
w ith G eneral Sherm an on his nffarch 
to the sea and devoted m uch of his 
tim e to service as an individual scout, 
for w hich he was especially fitted. 
H e was a farm er by occupation and 
was possessed of considerable property. 
H e resided on his U nion tow nship 
farm for thirty-five years. 
F eb ruary 
lOth, 1869 , he 
m arried 
B hoda J . A pplegate, w ho w ith tw o 
sons, John A. T itsw orth , of this city, 
a m em ber of the law firm of W atson, 
T itsw orth 
& G reen, 
and 
Roscoe 
T itsw orth , of N oble tow nship, s ur­ 
vive. 
M r. T itsw orth was an arden t R epub­ 
lican, but was never elected to office, 
save to th a t of county councilm an, 
w hich lie held 
at the tim e of his 
death. 
He was a m em ber of the L ittle 
F la n vc k 
C h ristian 
church, 
having 
un ited w ith the church early in life. 
He was an active and 
industrious 
m an, kind h earted and good natured 
and in every respect sym bolized a good 
an d useful citizen. 
The funeral service w ill be held at 
th e late residence Tuesday m orning at 
10 o’clock, conducted by the Rev. Mr. 
A. W, C onner, of L afayete, assisted 
by the Rev. Mr. 
F ran k B 
Thom as, 
pastor of L ittle JFlatrock ehnrch.

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Indianapolis, May 14.—The funeral 
of Jam es W. M cGrew, who died S a t­ 
urday n ig h t at his home in West In ­ 
dianapolis, w ill be held Tuesday a fte r­ 
noon. 
The death of Mr. M cGrew re ­ 
sulted from heart diesase, w ith w hich 
had been afflicted for several years. 
He was born in G reensbnrg, Ind., 
December 25th, 1854, but w ith bis pa r­ 
ents removed to Rush county in 1870, 
lining first at New Salem and then* at 
G lenw ood. 
In July of 1882 he m arried 
Miss O live E. Thom pson, of Glen- 
wood, who survives him . 
He and his 
wife moved to M ilroy in Jun e ot 1883, 
where he engaged in che butcher busi­ 
ness, carryin g on a wagon trade w ith ­ 
in a radius of ten m iles of the tow n. 
In Novem ber of 189 2 they removed to 
West Indianapolis and had since lived 
there. 
A t the tim e of his death he was a 
m em ber of the com m ission firm of the 
VlcGrew-Atkiuson com pany. 
He was 
a m em ber 
of the Masons, the Odd 
Fellosvs, the K nights of P ythias, the 
Scottish R ite, the M odern Woodmen 
and the T ribe of Ben H ur.

“ W. L. M cKee, a w ell know n h a rd­ 
ware m an from M ilroy, had a narrow 
escape from being ground to death 
under the w heels of a passenger train 
at the depot this m orning. 
Mr. M cKee 
came dow n on the 8:50 tra in from 
M ilroy w hich arrived a t the station 
just as the nine o’clock tra in was 
pulling in from 
the east. 
The M il­ 
roy tra in conies in to the station on the 
second track and th e tra in from the 
east pulls in on the first track. 
The 
train from the east had been stopped 
w hile the passecgcrs from the nine 
o’cloc k accom m odation from the w est 
had unloaded, and w hen the east bound 
train pulled dow n to allow th e train 
from the north to get dow n to the s ta ­ 
tion, the wont-bound train started to 
move up slow ly. 
Mr. McKee had just 
stepped from his tra in and started to 
cross the track when some one spoke 
to him from the train he had just left, 
an i he turned to the speaker. 
As lie 
turned, the pilot on the locom otive 
struck him and the crow d about the 
station cried not in horror, expecting 
to see him ground to death. 
Mr. M c­ 
Kee, w hen stia e k , threw 
back his 
hands and catching a projection of the 
cow catcher, pulled him self out of 
danger am i hung there un til the train 
was stopped. 
When he got on his feet 
again Mr. McKee was the most col­ 
lected m an in the crow d, w hich surg 
ed excitedly about him . 
His only in ­ 
juries w ere a few scraches on the 
hand and a slig h t bruise on his rig h t 
sied. ” 
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O range, In d., May 14.—Died at her 
old home in O range, F ayette county, 
where she was born F ebruary 8th, 
1833, and w here she lived all her life, 
serving the people of OraDge fa ith ­ 
fully 
for m ore 
than seventy three 
years, Miss O range Postoftice, an eld­ 
erly m aiden lady, aged 73 years, 8 
m onths and 6 days, afte r a long and 
lingering sickness, she having been 
afflicted for more than three years. 
The im m ediate canse of her death 
was stran g ulation —strangled to death 
by the very people whom she had 
given her life-w ork to serve and a c ­ 
com m odate them , and rendering ser 
vice th a t no one else would supply. 
S tran g ulation , the disease th a t caused 
the death of the old lady, was in ocu­ 
lated into her system by a tram p post- 
office, whose nam e is R. F. D. 
H is 
work, w ith the assistance of a few 
thick-headed and thoughtless citizens 
of O range (th e w ord thoughtless is 
used advisedly 
for the reason th a t 
th eir heads contained no m aterial to 
th in k w ith ) was too m uch for her de 
licate con stitution and the end was 
inevitable. 
The nam es of the people th a t assisted 
R. F . D. in his work of stran g ulation 
can be found on the R. F. 
D. m ail 
boxes th a t were un law fully erected 
w ith in a radius of a half a m ile of 
the form er residence of the deceased. 
T here 
are m any 
m ourners 
who 
deeply feel the loss of the old lady. 
It is thought th a t some of the m ourn ­ 
ers w ill never recover from the shock 
caused by the death of Miss O range 
Poetoffice. 
The last six years of her 
life she gave the people m ore and b et­ 
ter « ervice than they ever had, and 
yet they strangled her to death. 
Peace 
to her ashes, and m ay the Lord for­ 
give them for they know not w hat 
they did.

R unning at breakneck speed, down 
streets, through 
alleys, over law ns 
and through back yards, a large yel­ 
low dog, w ith a w hite band about 
his neck, pursued by Policem an Price,

shots 
were fired into its body. 
U nm indful, 
how ever, the anim al, covered w ith 
blood and froth in g at the m onth, ran 
on w ith bloodshot and bulging eyes, 
an i turn in g out of the way for no 
one. 
Several 
people escaped being 
bitten. 
The m en follow ed the 
dog 
about, being afraid to shoot at tim es 
lest 
someone be killed. 
The shots 
brought crow ds into the streets and 
the mob in pursuit gained in num ber 
F in ally the beast ran down W ater 
street and plun g in g into 
the creek 
sw am accross and took out tow ard C ir- 
cleville, 
going through 
R iverside 
park. 
Some of the men continued in 
pursuit, 
but Policem an 
P rice 
and 
Olyde M iller leaped into a buggy and 
drove rapidly to C iroleville, w here, 
after lying in w ait for some tim e, 
they m et the anim al com ing up the 
road from the R ushville brick works. 
Two more bullets brought him down 
and Policem an Price, at close range, 
blew out the an im al’s brains. 
“ I never saw a dog so hard to k ill.” 
m id the policem an afterw ard. 
“ He 
did not seem to feel th at he was full 
of holes. 
He acted just like a mad 
dog in every way, and I am convinced 
th at he was mad. 
He seized a little 
black curly dog by the neck on Second 
street, and Tcould have shot him as he 
hung on to the dog. but I was afraid 
of k illin g the oth er one. ”

mal bit 
dogs beglonging 
to Hugo 
Schm alzel, John K ennard and E lza 
Pow ell. 
One of 
these has 
already 
been shot and the police are looking 
for the others.

N ot only 
the w heat crop is h urt, but the oats 
crop is alm ost destroyed. 
P ractically 
ever since the oats were sown, th eir 
lias been no rain , consequently th e ; 
onlv sprouted and are now w ithered 
and dead. 
The farm ers have worn out every­ 
thing on th eir places—horses, im ple­ 
m ents, help—in fact, all except the 
clods w hich are still turn in g th eir 
round g ossy faces to the sun in t r i ­ 
umph. 
Hence the corn th a t has been 
planted is yet in the soil dry as it was 
when in the crib. 
A nts and other in ­ 
jects are eating on the heart of the 
corn.

May 14.—The my s­ 
tery of the fate of Father Gapon ap­ 
parently was cleared up Sunday by 
the discovery of a corpse which was 
almost positively identified as that of 
the former priest, hanging in the up­ 
per chamber of a lonely sum m er villa 
in the suburb of Onerki. Finland. The 
villa was ren ted April 
8 for the sum­ 
mer and a deposit paid by an unknown 
man from St. Petersburg, who after 
visiting the house several times in 
company with a y oung workman, dis­ 
appeared April 11. takin g the key with 
him. 
The proprietress of the villa, 
alarmed at the non-appearance of the 
ten an t, notified the police, who en­ 
tered the house. 
Breaking down a 
door, they were confronted by a body 
in a long coat han gin g from a nail, 
the feet touching the floor. 
Decom­ 
position of the face made positive 
identification difficult, but the features 
resembled those of Gapon and the 
clothing corresponded with that wrorn 
by the missing labor leader. 
As the 
usual sy mptoms of stran gulation were 
absent, it is con jectured the man was 
killed elsewhere and his body brough* 
to the villa on the night of April 10. 
This would agree with the date of 
execution of Gapon given in the in­ 
formation of the secret police and 
with the death sen ten ce of the former 
priest as announced in recen t dis­ 
patches from Berlin.

Chicago, May 14—A meeting over 
which John Alexander Dowie presided I 
at Zion City Sunday aftern oon was ' 
broken up by a n umber of followers 
of the opposing faction, assisted by 
several 
outsiders, 
and 
before 
the 
crowd dispersed a free fight occurred. 
Dowie was addressin g the audience, 
n umberin g about 600. and made tbe 
statem en t that the overseers of the 
Voliva faction were thieves and rob­ 
bers. 
At once a n um ber of those in 
the audience were on their feet shout­ 
ing. “No, no. y ou’re the robber. 
Why 
don’t y ou pay y our debts?” 
The dis­ 
turban ce became so violent that a 
Zion guard was sent to restore order. 
The guard took hold of an old gray ­ 
headed man who was loudest in his 
demands for Dowie to pay his obliga­ 
tions. but this was a signal for a free 
fight. 
A dozen m< 
seized the guard and 
were about to drag him down the 
aisle, when Gladstone Dowie and Dea­ 
con Arrington mounted the platform 
and called upon the audience not to 
create a disturban ce and to take their 
seats. 
After quiet had been restored 
Dowie again attem pted to proceed, 
but he was jeered and called traitor 
and robber until he finally decided to 
dismiss the audience. 
A riot call was 
sent to the police station and Captain 
of Police W alker with four men hur­ 
ried to the Tabern acle in a wagon 
By the time the police arrived most 
of the audience had left the building. 
In the midst of the trouble Burleigh, 
the negro atten dan t of Dowie. rushed 
upon the platform and placed himself 
at 
the First Apostle’s side, while 
those of the uniformed Zion guards 
who have taken sides with Dowie 
formed a line of defense In front of 
the platform. 
No attem pt at violence 
was made again st Dowie. however. 
Dowie was so weak that he had to 
be carried from his carriage into the 
tabern acle by two atten dan ts. 
It was 
announced at Shiloh House, however, 
that he had eaten a hearty din n er and 
that he felt no ill effects from the 
excitemen t of the afternoon. 
At an after-meeting for Dowie ad 
heren ts only , but which was invaded 
by a large n umber of those who were 
riotous at the former meeting. Dowie 
precipitated a second general disturb 
anee. 
He caused to be read a letter 
from one of hia supporters, statln r 
that the w riter’s wife had passed safe 
ly through the crisis of a serious ill 
ness while Dowie pray ed for her. This 
fact Dowie compared with the case o 
Mrs. Cant el. wife of an overseer, who 
died last Friday without medical a» 
ten tion while V’oliva and his support 
ers were offering pray ers for her re 
covery . 
Dowie declared that he fear 
ed the woman would die because she 
had associated herself with the rebels 
Immediately there was a storm of 
hisses and shouts of “Shame, sham e!" 
“There is death in store for more 
of y ou if this rebellion keeps on /’ 
continued Dowie. 
Again the people 
spran g from their chairs, shouting 
and gesticulatin g until the tumult be­ 
came so general that Dowie was again 
obliged to brin g the meeting to a 
close.
